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PLANNING BOARD REPORT FOR 1954 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


The Planning Board held regular monthly meetings discussing 
future plans for Millis and approving various locations for new 
home construction. 


At this time we have fifty-two (52) new homes under construction 
or finished and over 100 lots in the process of development. 


The Board, after careful consideration, suggests that the town 
amend the Protective Bylaw by adding to it Section 7—a new sec- 
tion which reads as follows: 


“No building or structure shall be erected or externally 
altered or changed in use within the Town of Millis with- 
out a permit being obtained from the Board of Selectmen.” 


The requiring of a permit in towns that do not have a formal 
building code has been authorized during the last year by Section 
12 of Chapter 40A—The State Zoning Enabling Act. 


This will aid the Board in locating new construction, prevent 
violations and insure the protection of all land owners who are 
not familiar with the present Town Bylaws. 


The Board also suggests the town adopt a Protective Bylaw by 
adding to Section 5 a new paragraph 5-6 as follows: 


“No lands subject to seasonal or periodic flooding by 
freshet or by surface water during heavy rain in such a 


manner as to endanger the health or safety of the occupants 
shall be used for residential purposes.” 


This also is a recent authorization under the State Law. Its 
enforcement will protect the tax payers of Millis from the necessity 


fd a 
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of taking care of improperly drained housing developments, and it 
will insure that sewage problems will not arise that would endanger 
the health of the Town. 


The Planning Board had an appropriation of $250.00 of which 
only $44.85 has been used.

The Elm trees were sprayed in April for control of the Elm bark 
beetle, the carrier of the Dutch Elm disease. 


In June the regular general spray for control of the Gypsy Moth, 
Elm leaf beetle, and other leaf eating insects was accomplished. 


A scouting of unhealthy Elms disclosed fifty-four afflicted with 
the Dutch Elm disease. These have all been removed and burned. 


I am sorry to state that Norfolk County has now by far the largest 
infestation of the Dutch Elm disease of all other counties in the 
Commonwealth. 


The State in conjunction with the town has scheduled a blanket 
aerial spray early in 1955. Although this spray is primarily for 
Gypsy Moth control, it will also help control of the Elm bark 
beetle, leaf eaters and mosquitoes. 


Again may I stress the importance of promptly burning all Elm 
wood and trimmings lying on the ground. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the different depart- 
ments and individuals who in any way assisted me in this work.

On Wednesday, July 28, 1954 the bids for Contract No. 7 for the 
ditching and laying of sewer mains extending the Millis Sewer 
System a distance of 100 feet on Main Street into Spring Street a 
distance of 450 feet were opened at the Town Office and they were 
as follows: 


No. 1 Consigli Construction Co., Milford, Mass. $4.990 
No. 2 D. DiPetro & Son, Bellingham, Mass. 7,853

The contract was awarded to the Consigli Construction Company 
they being the low bidder. 


Because of the extreme wetness of this area it was deemed advis- 
able to use transite pipe in thirteen feet lengths instead of short 
lengths of vetrified tile, this making less joints and less chance for 
infiltration. The material removed from the ditch was not consid- 


ered suitable for reuse, so a sand base and bank gravel refill was 
used, 


The sedimentation tanks had an extensive scraping and cleaning 
inside and a priming coat and a sealing coat of Koppers preservative 


was applied, also the outside of the tanks were given a primer coat 
and a sealer coat. 


A new Gardem tractor was purchased for use in plowing and har- 
rowing the Sewer beds, as the old one was no longer reliable. 
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, We experienced much anxiety during hurricanes Carol and Edna 

_ because of power failure in controlling the ejector station, but 
luckily no serious damage or blockage occurred. Steps should be 
taken to have an auxiliary pumping unit installed for future emer- 
gency use. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Merrill Cushman 
in giving us his experience and time at the ejector station during the 
two hurricanes in setting up an emergency compressor, also Mr. 
_ Howard Sarris on help and instructions on painting the sedimenta- 
tion tanks, 


All property owners wishing to enter the sewer must have a 
permit from the Sewer Commissioners and the contractor or person 
doing the job must be approved by the Sewer Commissioners.

REPORT OF BOARD OF APPEALS 


Report for the year ending December 31, 1954 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Millis: 


The Board of Appeals. established under the zoning by-law of 
the Town of Millis, held only one hearing during the past year. In 
several cases the Board found that no appeal was necessary as the 
proposed action was in compliance with the law. 


Francis K. Farricy petitioned to install a stone crushing machine 
in his sand bank on Main Street, a petition that was unanimously 
granted by the Board after viewing the premises and due public 
hearing and notice, Having determined that the sand pit was 
legally open, restrictions were placed on the installation to assure 


that the change would not be detriment i 
seu etrimental to the neighborhood or 
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Notification of the Board’s actions was sent to the Board of 
Selectmen, as enforcing officials under the by-law, and, in accord- 
ance with Chapter 40, General Laws, Sections 25-30b, the Town 
Clerk was notified, who places the decisions upon the public record. 


The Board deems it advisable that those buying land, erecting or 
changing a structure, or establishing or changing a business, 
acquaint themselves with the zoning by-law of the town in order 
that such action be in conformity with the law and save themselves 
from possible future financial loss. 


The Board also believes that it is its duty to point out to the 
citizens of Millis the changes made at the annual town meeting, 
February 15, 1954, and approved by the Attorney General April 29, 
1954, that changed floor and lot areas, lot frontages, distance from 
street lines and side lot lines. Due to these changes the law now 
provides no provision, in the opinion of counsel, for trailer or cellar 
homes or for building nearer than 10 feet to side lot lines.

All taps and appurtenant work done by the Water Dept. All exten- 
sions were completed and the roads are back to normal. 


The large volume of building in Millis is very much in evidence, 
it can be seen in all parts of our community. Of course this has had 
its effect upon the operation of your water department. It is 
imperative that someone checks the operations of the equipment 
every day. Therefore, the services of our full-time engineer are 
required on a seven-day basis, or if he is on vacation or ill, one of 
the Water Commissioners has to cover for him. We have two pump- 
ing stations to oversee, services to install, repairs and maintenance 
to our existing facilities to accomplish, meters to read and repair, 
and a variety of miscellaneous duties to perform, which includes 
such things as placing lanterns in the vicinity of new excavations, 
cleaning snow from buildings and hydrants and taking his post at 
the pumping station during all fire alarms. All this is leading to the 
fact that in the not too distant future another full time employee 
will be required in the Department if it is to function in the best 
interests of the health, safety and convenience of the community. 


Hurricanes Carol and Edna left their mark on our property as 
everyone else’s. Considerable damage was done to the roof of the 
old pumping station. To the most part the loss was covered by 
insurance. Repairs were accomplished and the grounds have been 
cleared. 


The auxiliary equipment which the Town installed two years ago 
proved its worth during the period of more than a week when we 
were without power. Our daily pumping schedule was carried on 
without interruption. 


As a result of our request through the Board of Selectmen to 
the New England Insurance Exchange Rating Bureau to resurvey 
the Town, steps have been taken by them in this Department in the 
form of flotation tests. Results should be forthcoming shortly. 


A seal coat of tar was placed on the road to the new pumping 
Station this year and it should make a vast improvement in 
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appearance. 


We have just promulgated a complete set of Rules, Regulations — 
and Rates covering the Water Department in general. These ~ 
together with the recent rules and regulations governing sub-diyis- 


ions from the recent hydraulic survey have been printed in booklet © 


form and will be distributed this year with the Town Reports. In 


the future each applicant for service will be furnished with a copy © 


at the time of such request. Application forms are available at the 
Town Office or the Pumping Station. 


This year we are placing articles in the warrant to cover the 


following: 


(1) To erect an elevated tank in the Rockville section of the 4 
Town, to conform with the recommendations of the aforemen- — 
tioned Hydraulic Survey. This will enable us to better the fre 
protection, domestic service and most important to allow us to 
drain the only tank we now have which is located on Farm Street. 
This tank has a capacity of 996,000 gallons, and was erected in 1936 
with continuous use since then. It has passed the half-way mark 
in the normal life-expectancy of such a tank, which is approximately 
30 years. This tank has never been drained, cleaned or painted — 
inside. It is most necessary that steps be taken to correct this con- 
dition at an early date. Therefore, we of this Board respectfully

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Millis: 


As we have reported to you previously, a Civil Defense Organiza- 
tion in the Town of Millis has been organized and set up according 
to Executive Orders. 


Major changes are now taking place in the State and County 
setup, which will affect our community as well as all others in the 
State. 


The Civil Defense Center, as you know, is in the lower part of 
the railroad station, where we have telephone and radio connection 
with the proper State and County officials.

REPORT OF 
THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At a special meeting on February 11, 1954, the Board organized 
with Mr. Morris Mushnick, Chairman, and Mr. Horace Balkam, 
Clerk. 


Regular meetings were held the first and third Thursdays of each 
month, plus 25 special meetings. 


Streets and Highways 


All roads that needed surface treatment were given a coat of 
asphalt covered with either sand or stone. 


Prospect Street was widened and graveled and a hard surface 
applied. This work was accomplished by obtaining permission from 
_ Mr. Francis Gray and Dr. Hopper to move stone walls back onto 
_ their property, where necessary, to widen the road. 


At this time the Board would like, through this medium, to thank 
Dr. Hopper and Mr. Francis Gray, the abutting owners of the 
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property on Prospect Street, for letting the Town have enough land 
to widen Prospect Street. 


Bridge Street from Main Street to Dover Road was excavated and 
graveled. This road will shorten the route for both the school bus 
and R.F.D. 


A section of Main Street from Railroad crossing to the Braman 
Machine Shop was graded and a hot top surface applied. We feel 
that the work done on this piece of Main Street will help prevent a 
lot of highway accidents, due to the fact that the road in that par- 
ticular spot was crowned too high. 


A mixed-in-place surface was applied to a section of both Plain 
and Village Streets. 


A sidewalk on Main Street was built from Union Street to Dover 
Road from funds appropriated. 


In order to have a complete sidewalk from Thorne’s Corner to 
Dover Road, funds were taken from the Highway Department to 
complete an unfinished section of about 400 feet to Union Street. 


There are about 2% miles of roads left without a hard surface. We 


feel that in the very near future these roads will be tarred and 
put in good shape. 


A spruce tree, donated by Reverend John Parsons, was planted 
on the grounds of the Town Office, to replace a tree destroyed by 
the hurricane. We, at this time, would like to thank Father Parsons, — 
Pastor of Saint Thomas Church, for the tree given to the Town and 
which we hope will be a landmark for many years to come. 


The Board feels that Farm Street should be relocated. The street 
is on the school bus route and should be widened where necessary.

The past year has been marked by numerous innovations in both 
the physical and functional aspects of the school. Most obvious, of 
course, is the completion of the New Elementary School, the 
occupation of which has relieved crowded conditions in the High 
School, and established in Millis two separate school units. 


At the Town Meeting on Monday, February 15 a special appro- 
priation was approved for replacing the Auditorium floor. This 
job was completed most satisfactorily during the summer vacation. 
The new floor is marked*for basketball and badminton, and was 
ready for use when school opened in September. A new backdrop 
was purchased and installed on the stage. During the summer all 
broken windows were repaired and several sections of the school’s 
interior were painted. Sixty-five new movable type desk and chair 
units were purchased. 


The Summer Recreation Program once more attracted an ever 
increasing number of children. Swimming instruction was offered 
for two weeks, and 140 children took part in this program at Dug 
Pond in Natick. Eighty enrolled in the three-week playground pro- 
gram. Both activities were ably supervised by trained personnel. 


Evening courses in Tray Painting and Sewing were offered to 
the residents of Millis and met with great enthusiasm. So many 
enrolled in these groups that it was necessary to divide both groups 
into two classes each. 


We feel very proud of the excellent record our Cafeteria has 
maintained. Once again it is operating substantially in the black, 
and through the careful planning and superior management of its 
personnel, is outstanding as one of the self-sustaining Cafeterias in 
the State. 
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We have taken advantage of a new Audio-Visual Program in 
conjunction with several other towns in this area. Our department — 
has access to a much more extensive choice of films which are 
interchanged among the schools participating in the program. 


The Driver-Training Program has again been made possible 
through the generosity of Mr. Fred Browne of Walpole, who con- 
tributes the car which we share with Medfield. Twenty-nine stu- 
dents are now participating in this activity which plays such an — 
integral part in promoting safe driving among the young people - 
today. 


The Committee has given extensive time and thought to the 
problem of salary adjustments in order to bring our schedule to a _ 
level where we can keep the excellent faculty we now have, and 
attract the highest calibre teachers in the future. Last year, one- 
third of our teaching personnel resigned, and with such a large 
turnover, teaching efficiency and continuity are necessarily threat- 
ened. Therefore, we found it necessary to increase our salaries to 
effectively compete with neighboring schools of corresponding size. 
The new salary schedule we have adopted will become effective in 
September of 1955. 


All the members of the Committee have attended several Area 
Meetings, educational conferences and lectures which have been of 
great interest, and of benefit in educating us to statewide school 
activities, problems, and improvements. 


Increased school enrollment and crowded bus conditions have 
made it necessary to set up new transportation routes. The admin- 
istrators along with Mr. Arthur Watson and Mr. Joseph Johnson 
studied the routes and distances in great detail, and with the Com- 


mittee worked out a definite schedule which we feel is impartial and 
satisfactory to all. 


Your School Committee feels that the time has come to recommend 
the establishment of a Committee to investigate the possibility of 
acquiring more land for future school building purposes. As our 
school continues to grow, it becomes more and more evident that 
such a Committee should be ready with positive recommendations if 
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‘and when additional land is needed for school building purposes. 
Therefore, we go on record as recommending that such a Com- 
mittee be established. 


We wish to extend sincere thanks to Millis Post 208, American 
Legion, and to the Parent-Teacher Association for making available 
scholarship awards. 


We ask that you give some attention to the various reports by the 
school administrators and faculty members which will go into far 
more detail than is contained in this writing. 


We wish to extend sincere thanks to the school administration, 
faculty members, service personnel, Parent-Teacher Association, 
parents, and citizens of the Town of Millis, and all others who have 
contributed toward making this a year of progress and success.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I submit my sixth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. It is the sixty-third in a series of school reports and in it are 
incorporated the reports of the principals, supervisors, department 
heads, and coaches. 


Referring to the school population as of October 1, 1953, we had in 
_ the Kindergarten through Grade 6—351 pupils; at the Junior High 
- School level, Grades 7 and 8—74 pupils; and in the High School, Grades 
9 through 12—109 pupils, making a total of 534 pupils. A year later on 
_ October 1, 1954, we had enrolled in the Kindergarten through Grade 
6—389 pupils, an increase of 38 pupils; at the Junior High School 
> 4 level—81 pupils, an increase of 7; and at the High School level—113 
pupils, an increase of 4, making a total increase of 49. The increase 
was particularly noted at the first grade level. It would appear that 
new families moving into the community during the summer had sons 
and daughters of first grade age. As of December 1, 1954 the total 
enrollment was 594, and it would seem that early in 1955 the number 
would exceed 600 and continue upward. All of us are aware of the 
_ building development in the community, and we should keep in mind 
_ that, along with it, will be noted a continued increase in school popu- 
lation. 


Up until Monday, December 20, 1954 the entire school unit was 
housed under one roof. Briefly, the Elementary Division used the 
P school library for two classrooms and in another section it was neces- 
sary to divide the elementary classroom into two areas. On the 
side where the Junior-Senior High School classes were held it was 
necessary to use the Cafeteria for a study hall; at times to hold classes 
in the Women Teachers’ Room; and to use a room designed for House- 
hold Arts as a Study Hall. At present it is the plan to have the Junior 
High School classes located in the front of the building on the first 
floor and the High School rooms would be located in the rear of the 
building and on the second floor. Under the present plan the former 
library would be prepared for its original purpose. We shall be able to 
develop our Physical Education Program more fully, and we will be 
able to look forward to long-range development of our Chemistry 
laboratory. 
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No doubt the details of the new elementary school will be mentioned 
in another section of this Town Report so that I shall not go into sub- 
stantial detail. Briefly, the new unit will house the Kindergarten, ~ 
twelve classrooms, a Principal’s Office, Health Room, Teachers’ Lounge, ~ 
Supply Room, Custodian’s Quarters, Boiler, and Cafeteria. Pupils and 
teachers were thrilled with their new surroundings. The Town of 


Millis should indeed be proud of this new school building which is § 


functional and which has all the advantages of modern elementary ~ 
education. = 


Changes in Personnel 


During 1953 we had the following resignations: Mrs. Kay Olson ~ 
and Mrs. Eileen O’Keeffe who resigned to be at home; Mrs. Mary Bar- — 
rett, Mrs. Dorothy Magraw, Mrs. Rose Randlett, James Parsons, James 
Pettengill, Miss Eleanor Hannigan, Miss Charlotte Roberts, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Wallace resigned to accept similar positions in other com- — 
munities. Additions to the faculty include the following: Mrs. Janet © 
Eastman, Miss Maureen Malone, Mrs. Doris Levy, Miss Nancy Boggs, - 
Miss Jean Johnson, Mrs. Victoria Sullivan, Daniel Bennett, Miss Elinore — 
Cole, Thomas Jackson, Natalene Tavalone, and Sigurd Frosell. All of 
the above with the exception of a position at the first grade level due ~ 
to an overload and a position at the Junior-Senior High School level 
due to an increase in enrollment were replacements. Details as to their 
particular assignment and experience may be found in the school per- 
sonnel chart. 


With the operation of two schools instead of one, a third custodian, — 
James Tabarani, was elected to work full time, devoting part time to 
the Elementary where Arthur Watson is head custodian, and part time ~ 
to the Junior Senior High School Building where Joseph Johnson — 
serves as head custodian. With the opening of the new school both ‘ 
Cafeterias are under the direction of Miss Jeanne Currivan, Cafeteria — ; 
Manager, with Mrs. Ida Clark in charge of the Cafeteria at the Ele- 
mentary School, assisted by Mrs. Lena DeAngelis; and the High School 


Cafeteria in charge of Mrs. Lena Clark, assisted by Mrs. Mildred 
Godfrey. 


Salaries 


Effective September 1955 a new salary schedule will be initiated. The _ 
following is a copy of the salary schedule:

Credit for experience outside of Millis will be evaluated by the 
School Committee for the purpose of determining where the newly 
appointed teacher shall be placed on the salary schedule. 


It is hoped that with this salary schedule in practice our turnover 
will be reduced. 


Repairs and New Equipment 


The floor in the Auditorium was removed and a new one inserted. 
This included the removal of the logs which were underneath the 
former floor. Many of these had become decayed. The cement surface 
was swept, treated with a tar solution, logs inserted which were 
treated with creosote, and the hardwood floor was placed on top of 
these logs. The floor was sanded and then sealed. The above pro- 
cedure was recommended to your School Department by experts in 
the field. 


After the hurricane, due to the excessive water, the drainage pipe 
leading from the Auditorium became blocked, and it was necessary to 
do a substantial amount of digging to clean the area. This was done in 
the driveway in front of the Auditorium. To eliminate this problem 
in the future a dry well has been dug in the grass area beyond the 
driveway. j 


Sixty-five Junior-Senior High School student units were purchased. 
A new Clary Adding Machine was purchased to replace the wornout 
adding machine. Four typewriters were purchased and the oldest four 
typewriters were traded in as partial payment. Your School Depart- 
ment was able to arrange, through the Surplus Commodities Depart- 
ment, for four typewriters which were put in condition at a minimum 
charge. A new mimeograph was purchased for the Commercial De- 


partment. 


Four new tires were purchased for one of our school busses and 
sealed beam lights were purchased for both busses. 
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The back drop curtains were purchased for the High School Audi- 
torium. New furniture was purchased for the Women Teachers’ Room 
in the High School Building. 


An Audiometer and a set of upright scales were purchased for the 
Health Department. 


A steam iron was purchased for the Household Arts Department. 
Transportation 


With the increase in student enrollment it has been necessary to 
revise the transportation facilities. This problem was treated imper- 
sonally with three factors in mind: grade level, distance, and safety 
factors. The following is a schedule of bus stops and the groups which 
are eligible to ride:

Other stops at outlying points are to be determined as needed. 
Kindergarten children picked up in the morning and let off in the 
_afternoon at regular bus stops. 


Formerly we were able to accommodate parents who had parties for 
their children and asked that pupils living in other sections of the town 
be transported to their homes. We would like to continue this prac- 
tice, but if we were to do so we would be overloading the busses which 
is against the law. Under the circumstances it would seem wise for 
us to carry only the bus pupils. 


Your Board of Selectmen, Chief of Police, School Committee and 
Superintendent have relocated the crosswalk at the road which leads 
directly into the new school. This seems to be the best method after 

considerable study. 


Insurance & 


For the second year we have made available on a voluntary basis the 
$1 per pupil per year school policy. Any student from Kindergarten 
through the senior year in high school is eligible for this accident 
insurance at a cost of only one dollar a year. 


The insurance will pay up to a maximum of Twenty-Five Hundred 
Dollars ($2500.00) per injury. Dental expense is covered up to $50.00 
and applies only to injuries to sound natural teeth. 


Bills for such medical expenses are paid for treatment received for 
as long as twenty-six weeks following the accident. 


In addition this policy covers a phase which we hope we will never 
need. In the event of dismemberment or death, additional payments 
are made. 


This plan in which participation is entirely voluntary, protects the 
student during the policy term (the policy is written for a twelve 
month period) for injuries received: 


a. while attending school during the hours and on the days when 
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school is in session, including coverage for sports, gym, physical 
education activities, shop, field trips, ete. 

b. while traveling to and from school. 

c. while participating in school sponsored and supervised activities 
either away from school premises or after school hours. 


This policy does not cover medical expenses, death, or dismember- 


ment for injuries sustained as a result of the practice and/or play of 
interscholastic sports by students enrolled in grades 9 through 12; (2) 
injuries caused by war or act of war; (3) service or treatment ren- 
dered as part of the school duties by a physician, nurse, or any other 
person employed or retained by the School; (4) Eye glasses or prescrip- 
tions therefor; (5) Non commercial air travel. 


The above details are repeated to be informative and to be a 
permanent record. 


This year we have 371 availing themselves of this policy. 
Use of School Buildings 


Local organizations who desire to use the school buildings for their 
functions should contact the School Department office and secure the 
application for this purpose. These applications should be filled out 
and returned, signed by an authorized representative, at an early date, 
so that the School Committee may take formal action on the applica- 
tion. As soon as each application is acted upon it is inserted on the 
school calendar and kept open for the organization. School activities 
have priority. 


Looking Ahead 


Over the period of the next three years adjustments should be made 
to prepare the High School Building for the various activities. Briefly, 
we should begin to replace the tables and chairs in the Cafeteria. In 
the Household Arts room running water should be made available as 
well as stoves for student usage. Necessary chairs and cabinets should 


be installed. Sewing machines should also be purchased for this 
department. 


Possibly in the near future a dictaphone and electric typewriter 
might be added for the Commercial Department. 


A sum of money should be Set aside to modernize the plumbing in 
the boys and girls basements in the front of the building. 


The Chemistry-Physics Laboratory should be developed. 
The coal boiler should be repaired or replaced. 


ee eee ae ee re 
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All of the stairways throughout the building should be put in 
proper condition, 


_ With the Junior High School located in the front of the building on 
the first floor, there should be numerous advantages. 


In the present Commercia) room the desks in the front part of the 
room are to be removed and this area is to be used exclusively for 
typing. This necessitated the addition of two stands. The rear of the 
room behind the glass partition will be used for the Mimeograph and 


_ Rexograph machines. If these machines have to be used during the 


4 day, they will not interfere with classes. The bookkeeping classes 
are to be held elsewhere. 


The library will revert to its former usage. The partition is to be 
removed, the ceiling and walls painted, and the book cases varnished 
by the custodians. It is planned to have this area ready by January 3. 


There will be a private office for guidance conferences which should 
prove invaluable. Up to now it has been extremely difficult to find a 
vacant room to discuss guidance problems. 


With a room designated as the Music Room, the gymnasium should 
be available for Physical Education more frequently. 


Using more available space it would seem that in time we should 
broaden the basic program. Offerings should be more extensive in the 
Industrial Arts and Home Making Curriculum. 


Even now the advantages of offering Physics and Chemistry each 
year have been noted. Transfer students may continue with either if 
it is part of his program and by so doing save as much as a year. 


With greater facilities typing should be made available to more who 
are interested on an elective basis. 


Our Art Program should be developed as to include some of the 
Crafts. 


A large percentage of last year’s graduates are attending colleges 
and advanced schools. Briefly stated we attempt to develop the pupil 
emotionally, socially, educationally, as far as possible. It is realized 
that as individuals we have different talents and the school tries to 
develop these to the advantage of each pupil. 


At the elementary level, with the many up-to-the-minute features, 
namely, adequate classroom size, running water in each room, move- 
able furniture, direct entrance and exit to and from the play yard, 
hard top around the building, lavatories in the classroom for the pri- 
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mary units, an all purpose room which will take care of cafeteria, ; 
nasium and auditorium, the youth of Millis should have excellent op- 


portunities.

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REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you my report of the elementary 
grades, kindergarten through grade six. 


The eagerly-awaited completion of the new elementary school is a 
reality at the writing of this report. All those concerned with and 
affected by this change of quarters are deeply grateful to the people of 
Millis for providing such modern, cheerful surroundings for the youth 
of Millis. The need for this new housing has become even greater 
since the opening of school this September. Enrollment has continued 
to increase up to the present time. Safety, health, space and many 
other problems of administration will be alleviated by the forthcoming 
move. 


Since assuming my duties in September, I have followed, with few 
changes, the established routine. We have fulfilled two of the plans 
which the teachers and Mr. James Pettengill had planned to carry out 
early in the year. A letter was sent to the parents of the first and 
second grade children explaining the approach of the school to the area 
of reading. Achievement tests were also given early in the year to 
grades three through six so that the results might be used diagnostically 
to help each child better in the coming year. A second, and no less 
important aim is to determine in what area or areas the faculty might 
profit most from in-service training and study in the future. 


The system of parent-teacher conferences has also been continued in 
the firm conviction that parent, teacher, and child all profit greatly 
from such meetings. Parent cooperation in the plan has been very 
pleasing and encouraging. 


It is very gratifying to continue to foster the spirit of thrift in the 
children by participation in the government saving stamp program. 
At this writing, the children in grades three through six have pur- 
chased over $100 in saving stamps. 


When we take up quarters in the new plant, the noon period will be 
lengthened fifteen minutes and the afternoon recess period eliminated. 
The primary grades, however, will have a mid-afternoon rest and lava- 
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tory period. It is felt that less confusion, easier planning, and hence a 
more effective learning situation will result from this change. 


American Education Week this year was celebrated with a program 
for the parents. Every child of each class participated to present an 
insight into some of the facets of the school curriculum not as widely 
discussed as the three R’s. These included the areas of citizenship, 
literature, health, safety, music, and art. The teachers and children 
are to be commended for their great effort and results; the parents are 
to be commended for their fine attendance and interest. Room visita- 
tion during American Education Week, which was a physical impos-— 
sibility this year, is planned next year as a necessary part of our 
program. 


In closing my report, I wish to thank the School Committee, the 


Superintendent of Schools, the faculty, and all others who have — 


assisted me so generously and cheerfully in becoming established. I 
am sincerely grateful for the cooperation I have received.

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REPORT ON PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Education has many phases and one of the most important is 
- Physical Education. Physical Activities which are selected and carried 
on with utmost regard to the values in human growth, development 
and behavior, are made available to each child in the Millis Con- 
solidated Schools. Because Physical Education is a phase of the total 
education programs in the world today, it has the same general aims. 
To give to each individual well rounded development both mentally 
and physically. 


In the Millis Schools the elementary school children are taught 
activities such as modified athletic games, stunts and tumbling, folk 
and square dancing, and games of high and low organization. 


The Junior and Senior High School program consists of field hockey, 
volley ball, badminton, basketball, stunts and tumbling conditioning 
exercises, folk and square dancing, softball and other varied activities. 


Both an intra-mural and interscholastic schedule is carried on in 
the varied sports for after school activities. Basketball, which is con- 
sidered most important by the girls, functions for the longest period 
of time. Each year between November and February about 35 girls 
practice for or participate in a ten game schedule with the surrounding 
towns. 


Today in our world every minute which is devoted to healthful, 
organized recreation contributes to the development of a mature and

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


As your School Nurse it

is again my pleasure to submit a report of —

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Each fall physical examinations are done by Dr. Zalvan, our school 
physician, Those examined include all pupils in the Junior-Senior 
High School; all children in grades 2 - 4 - 6; all new pupils entering 
_ our school system regardless of grade; any children whose examination 


_ in previous years showed a defect requiring follow-up; and any chil- 


dren about whom the teacher is concerned because of their general 
appearance or inability to carry on the school program. : 


This fall 423 children were examined and only a few were found 
in need of further follow-up. 


Parents were again invited to be present when the health appraisal 
on their child was done. Eighty-nine parents attended these parent- 
doctor-nurse conferences at which one hundred thirty-seven children 
were examined and the results of the physical examinations of twenty- 
five Junior-Senior High School pupils were also discussed. The Medi- 
cal Department finds these conferences very helpful and the follow 
through by the parents on any suggestions has been very gratifying 
to us. 


The health problems still remain much the same; namely, posture 
defects of the feet, and dental caries. The correction necessary for most 
of the posture difficulties is that of continuously reminding the children 
to stand and sit properly. The foot problems are chiefly arch defects. 
At the moment, many are not serious but proper shoes are required to 
prevent more serious trouble later. Much dental care is needed through- 
out the school. The Dental Clinic provides some care at the elementary 
level but the time limitation makes it impossible to cover all care 
needed. 


During the 1953-1954 school year thirty-three Dental Clinics were 
held. One hundred fifty-five children were X-rayed. The results of the 
X-ray findings and the oral examinations were sent to the parents. 
Sixty-one children received care at the Clinic. The following work 
was completed: Prophylaxis (cleanings)—56; restorations in permanent 
teeth—183, of which 24 were porcelain; restorations in deciduous (first 
teeth)—56; and the extractions included five permanent teeth and 
eleven first teeth. 


At the Pre-School Registration Clinic 53 children were examined 
and registered for Kindergarten and Grade 1. Again, the defects found 
were chiefly of a minor nature with only a few children referred to 
their family physician or a Clinic for treatment of a specific condition. 
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The Puretone Audiometer Test was done on all pupils in the school 
system who were present during the time the machine could be bor- 
rowed from the Department of Public Health. Notices were sent home 
on any children who failed this hearing test. 


This year the School Department has purchased an Audiometer of — 
their own. This certainly will be a very valuable aid to the Nurse, 
since all examination can be done at any time on questionable children ~ 
who are referred by the teacher or parent. 


Eye testing was done and notices were sent home on any pupils who 
failed the test. Many pupils are now wearing corrective glasses. We 
still have some youngsters whose parents fail to recognize the necessity — 
for glasses and so the child is considerably handicapped in his school 
work. Gradually, however, the number of children without glasses is — 
being lessened and it is hoped that soon all children with eye defects 
will be under care. 


The Norfolk County Hospital Mobile Unit X-rayed twenty-one 
Seniors and many of the school personnel. As yet no report has been 
received. 


The Annual Toxoid Clinics were held in the spring sponsored jointly 
by the Board of Health and the Millis Visiting Nurse Association. 
Twenty children received the initial series of antigen injections to pro- 
tect them against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus. Seventy- 
two children received “booster” doses of this antigen at these Clinics. 


This year the School Department has purchased several books for me. 
These books cover the field of child development and can prove an 
excellent reference source for all the school personnel and any inter- 
ested parents, since they deal with the normal and abnormal develop- 
ment of the child as well as the social and behavior situation. 


Because the pupils are often given special assignments on health the 


school has also purchased several pamphlets which will offer them 
authoritative information in this area, 


As in the past my thanks must go to all those with whom I am 
associated daily at school as well as to the various organizations of 
Millis who have assisted me by their donations of time, money, or 
clinic facilities. Your cooperation is gratefully appreciated. ;

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Dating back several years, the Medical Department of the Millis 
Consolidated School initiated a program of examination of school chil- 
dren with parents present. Since this type of conference is time- 
consuming, we were able to select only one or two classes under this 
program because each school child had to be examined every year in 
accordance with the State law. The recent passage of a new State law 
requiring that each child be examined every third year instead of 
annually allowed us to expand our program as outlined last year. 
During the school physicals this fall, 89 parents were in attendance dur- 
ing the examinations of 137 children, and the physical findings of 25 
upper class students were also discussed with these parents—a total 
of 162 or about 44 of the students examined. Although we selected 
alternate grades in the primary school, we examined the entire Junior 
and Senior High Schools. 


We find the response to our program most gratifying. Although, as 
usual, we find most defects in throat, teeth, feet, and posture, we also 
find that the total percentage of children free from defects is increas- 
ing. This year about 30% were found to have no physical defects as 
compared to 15% only a few years ago. We feel that this result is 
achieved by having the parents present, for the subsequent consultation 
makes them more responsive and more willing to cooperate. For 
instance, this year three children received a complete heart check-up 
following our suggestions; one child was referred to a behavior clinic; 
several were referred to family physicians for problems of obesity or 
underweight, eye defects, etc. 


We have also continued our personal attendance at football games 
and we are pleased to report that this year we had no serious injuries. 
We wish to praise the coach for refusing to use injured players until 
we approved. There has been no problem of contagion at school. The 
eafeteria is still doing a superb job and has an excellent patronage. 


Digressing for a moment, we should like to remind the parents of the 
insurance policy offered the pupils by the School Committee. The fee 
is only $1.00. It covers the child for accidents occurring on the way to 
and from school and during school hours. Several families have 
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already benefited from this program, but several others were obliged y 
assume the financial loss because they had no coverage. Of the latter, 
a few said they did not know of the program although the school 
advertised it freely. This insurance policy is very worth while and we 
hope that in the future there will be 100% enrollment. 


Once more we wish to thank our school nurse, Miss Myrtle Coldwell, 
R.N., the faculty, and the parents, without whose assistance and © 
cooperation this favorable report would not be possible.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DENTIST 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A very successful series of Dental Clinics was held this year for the 
period extending from September 1953 to June 1954. After complete 
X-ray and oral examinations, notices were sent home stating the cor- 
rective treatment needed, and many parents elected to have the work 
done at the School Clinics. Thirty-three clinics in all were held under 
the sponsorship of the Board of Health of Millis. 


One hundred fifty-five sets of X-rays were taken, and the treatment 
completed in the clinics consisted of: 159 permanent fillings; 56 &ill- 
ings in temporary teeth; 24 porcelain fillings; 56 cleanings; 5 extrac- 
tions of permanent teeth; and 11 extractions of temporary teeth. 

This series of Clinics is of great value in the School health program, 
but it must be emphasized that the teeth of school children need 
checking two or three times a year. We can only check them once 
during the year. Because we have an X-ray machine as part of the 


equipment, we take pride in the thoroughness of this check-up and the 
reports sent home are complete reports. 
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I wish to extend my thanks to Miss Coldwell, the Board of Health, 
and the School authorities for their assistance and cooperation during 
the past.

REPORT OF HOME ECONOMICS 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Overcrowded conditions will soon be alleviated by the completion of 
the new school. This fact will make available a Home Economics room 
and plans are underway for the development of a more extensive pro- 
_ gram in the near future. 


Presently the sixth grade classes are held once weekly and in this 
period of time the girls master numerous fundamental stitches and 
construct a skirt, machine stitched. 


The seventh grade, with classes twice each week, have a short 
course of study in good grooming and textiles following the com- 
pletion of a sewing project, pajamas. 


In the eighth grade the girls undertake a more difficult project, 
a skirt and blouse. This enables the student to employ knowl- 
edge of good grooming, textiles, pattern selection, garment construc- 
tion and machine manipulation. 


It is the fervent hope of all that eventually a modern, workable com- 
bination clothing and foods laboratory will be made available, thereby 
permitting a Home Economics program in the High School as well as 

in the Junior High School.

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REPORT OF CAFETERIA 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


With the completion of the new Elementary School various changes — 
have taken place in the school lunch program. A modern, fully © 
equipped cafeteria opened on Monday, December 20, 1954, and served — 
a large proportion of the school children. 


Both schools will operate under one state agreement of the school 
lunch program, serving the same daily menu and receive similar 
agricultural commodities. The maintenance of two cafeterias serving 
approximately the same number of students, due to additional labor 
costs, will create an increase in program expenditures. It is doubtful 
if the present revolving fund system which has in the past successfully 
sustained cafeteria expenses, will sufficiently withstand greater opera- — 
tion costs. An appropriation, in part or whole, for labor payments will 
in the future be necessary. 


Renovations in the high school cafeteria which were made last year. 
have been a great advantage to working conditions, however, much 
remains to be done in an effort to improve the overall appearance of 
the kitchen and to modernize and facilitate working conditions. 


The daily lunch count has increased considerably this year, and every 
effort is being made to improve meals through variety and quantity 
of foods served.

After an absence of many years, it is i 
5 again my pleasure to report on 
the progress of Music in the Millis Schools. : 


The work of the two previous supervisors is being carried forward- 
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_ New books have been added to complete the series begun within the 
last few years, and we hope to add appropriate records next year to 
‘supplement these books. Since Music Books for grades in all the 
newer series require piano accompaniments for most of the songs, our 
lack of pianos is a serious handicap both in teaching and enjoyment. 
Anyone with a piano in good condition which they no longer need 
would do a real service if they would contribute it to the school. 


: This year, due to the size of the groups, we have separate Glee Clubs 

for High School Boys and Girls. The group of fifty girls has already 
performed creditably at the Veterans’ Day Program. An outstanding 
_ performance by the combined Sixth Grades at a recent program has 
also received much favorable comment. Credit for this is due of 
course to the faithful work of the grade teachers in charge. 


’ All of the grade teachers are most cooperative, and it is due to them 
that music in the elementary groups is successful. Every child is en- 
couraged to participate even if his voice is not a beautiful one. 


E With the addition of more subjects to the class day, time for music 
has decreased, therefore music methods have been streamlined. If 
children seem to know less about syllables and other technical aspects 
of music, it is because a choice had to be made for the limited time 
_ allowed. More singing of enjoyable songs is stressed, and formal note 
_ reading, while not eliminated, is given second place. Learning by ear, 
once taboo, is now realistically being put to use, and the eyes and ears 
learn together.
